It is very important that you read and under- 
stand this manual before using your firearm. 
Warnings shotild be read and heeded care- 
ful ly. Also follovv ""Marlin's Guide to Gun 
Safety,” printed in this manual. 

• WARNING: We specifically discfaim 
respcnsibilfty for any damage or injury 
occurring with a Marlin Firearm in which 
faulty, non-standard, "remanufactured", or 
handloaded [reloaded) ammunition is used- 

Ammunition Note; The 1394S is 
designed to handle 44 Rem. Magnum 
facto ry^foaded ammunition [except wad 
cutters and shot shells). It will also func- 
tion with 44 Special cartridges. 



Minimum overall cartridge length — 
Maximum overall cartridge tenglh — 1 .$10" 
•WARNING: Do not use Blazer brand 
ammunition in this rifle. The design is 
not compatible wi|h the Marlin feeding 
system, and may result in live rounds 
inadvertently remaining in the magazine. 

Use of the Hammer Spur 

•WARNING: Only use the hammer spur on 
the gun with which it was packed. It will not 
fasten securely on narower [14"} Marlin or 
Glenfield hammers, or other hammers, 
and could cause a dangerous situation. 

Because of its solid top, side ejecting 
receiver, your rifle is ideally suited for use 
with a scope. The receiver is drilled and 



tapped for scope mounting. However, 
once mounted, most scope and mount 
combinations do not allow sufficient clear- 
ance for your thumb between the eyepiece 
and hammer for safe operation. In order to 
operate the hammer safely, we recom- 
mend that you use the offset hammer spur 
packed with your gun, when using a 
scope. A Vie" hexagonal wrench for attach- 
ing the spur is also included. 

For right hand use, position the spur so 
that it protrudes from the right side of the 
hammer, slide the spur as far forward on 
the hammer as it will go, and tighten the 
set screw. For left hand use, mount the 
spur so that it protrudes from the left side 
of the hammer, and tighten the set screw.

Be sure the set screw tightens Into the 
small riolch on either the right or left side 
of the hammer, and check regularly to be 
sure that It is tight 

*WARNINQ: Do not use the gun with a 
soope unless the hammer spur is secure- 
ly attached in the proper positioh. Make 
periodic checks to be sure the set screw 
joining the spur to the hammer ts tight. 

Safety Features 

Your rifle has a two-piece firing pin and a 
trigger block, both of which prevent firing 
until the lever is completely closed. It is 
also epuipperf with two manual safely 
devices, a hammer block safety and a half 
cock safety notch, which, when used prop- 
erly, provide an added degree of safety. 
*WARNH\IG: Before loading your rifle, 
become familiar with the operation of the 
hammer block safety and the hammer 
positions (FULL FORWARD, HALF 



COCK and FULL COCK), by practicing 
with the rifle unloaded, 

+WARNIWQ: Never disassemble the 
safety. It has been correctly designed, 
fitted and tested and is not reversible. 
Any mechanical device can fail, however, 
so never rely on the safety to justify care- 
less handling. Never use a gun with a 
safety that does not function properly. 
1,How to Operate 
the Hammer Block Safety 

The Hammer Block Safety mechanism is a 
round button located at the rear of the receiv- 
er. To put your rifle on SAFE, first move the 
hammer to the Half Cock position (See D). 

Note: You can only move the safety button 
if the hammer is in the Half Cock or Full 
Cock pcsilkin. it will not move if the hammer 
is in the Full Forward position, or if the ham- 
mer is resting on the safety in the SAFE 
position (stighfly forward of Half Cock). 

Push the safety button from left lo right a$ far 
as it will go (^e A). The safety is now on 
SAFE and the word SAFE will appear 
around the right side of the button. The ham- 
mer should now be in the Half Cock position 
and the safety on SAFE. This fs the safest 
way to carry your rifie when it is loaded. At all 
other times the action should ba open. 



To move the safety button to the FIRE posi- 
tion, push it from right to left as far as it will 
go (^e B). A red ring will appear around 
the left side of the button as a warning that 
it is in the FIRE position. If the hammer is 
pulled all the way back at this point, the rifle 
will be cocked and ready to fire. 

2, Full Cock and 
Haft Cock Hammer Positions 

Exposed hammer lever actions have, for 
over a century, relied on manipulation of 
the hammer for both manual cocking of 
the rifle as well as the traditional Half Cock 
safety position. Your rifle has these tradL 
lional hammer positions as well as the 
added benefit of a hammer block safely 
button. Use the following hammer posi- 
tions in conjunction with the hammer block 
safely for the safest possible operation. 

A.The Full Cock position of the ham- 
mer is when it is at its furthest point from 




Fuli Cock Half Cock 
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the firing pin (See C). if the trigger is 
pulled when the hammer is in this posi- 
tion, and the safety button is in the FfRE 
position, the gun wifi fire. 

NOTE: If the trigger is pulled when the 
hammer is rn the Fuii Cock posilion, and 
the rifle is on SAFE, the hammer wili fall, 
but will slop before it strikes the firing pin. 

B.The Half Cock position of the ham- 
mer is between the Full Cock posilion 
and the fuN forward position (See D). 

3.T0 Move the Hammer 
to the Half Cock Position 

First put the hammer block safety on 
SAFE. The hammer may be moved from 
Full Cock to the Half Cock position by firm- 
ly holding the hammer in the Full Cock 
position with your thumb. Keep your 
thumb on the hammer as you pulf the trig- 
ger, As soon as you feel the hammer 
exerting forward pressure against your 
thumb, remove your finger from the trigger 
and ease the hammer slowly forward to 
the Half Cook position (See E F). The 
hammer is now in the traditional Half Cock 
"Safe’’ position. 

To resume the Full Cock position, simply 
pull the hammer all the way to the rear 
(SeeC).

•WARNING: Any mechanical device can 
fail, so never rely on the Half Cock posi- 
tion or the hammer block safety to justify 
careless handling. 

•WARNING: Never allow the hammer to 
rest on the firing pin {hammer in full for- 
ward position). If the rifle is loaded and 
the hammer is inadvertently struck in the 
full forward position, the rifle will fire. 

♦WARNING: ShouFd the hammer inadver- 
tently be pfaced In the Fulf Forward posi- 
tion, open the bolt, put the hammer 
block safety on SAFE, and close the 
bolt. The hammer is now in the Fuii 
Cock position. Foiiow instructions in #3 
above to move the hammer to the Half 
Cock position, 

•WARNiNG; Become thoroughiy familiar 
with the hammer positions before load- 
ing the rifle with ammunition. Failure to 



foiiow the inslruclions in ^ above, may 
result in Taise haif cock", a condition 
that may aiiow the hammer to faii and 
fire the rifle if the hammer block safety 
button is in the FIRE position, and the 
trigger is pulled. 

How to Load 

•WARNING: Before loading or firing, 
always check the bore and chamber to be 
sure they are free of grease, oil, or any 
other obstruction. With the action open, 
and the hammer biock safety button on 
SAFE, look through the barrel to sea if 
there is an obstruction. If there is, it must 
be removed before firing. Otherwise, per- 
sonai injury or damage could result. 

1, Loading the magazine. Be sure the 
bolt is closed (iever to the rear), the ham- 
mer block safety button is on SAFE [See 
A), the hammer is in the Half Cock position 
[See D), and the gun is pointed in a safe 
direction. Insert the cartridges, buiief end 
first, into the ioading port. As the cartridge 
enters the loading port, push if forward into 
the magazine tube (See G). Be sure that 
the iast cartridge Is completely inside the 
loading port before preparing to fire, or a 
Jammed action may result. 
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Lo^ci}f\g the magazine 



2 . Pnaparing to fire. With the rifle pointed in 
a safe direction, oompietely open and ciose 
the lever one time. When ihe hammer block 
safely button is moved to the FiRE position, 
your rifte is loaded, cocked, and ready to fine, 

•WARNING: If you do not want to fire at 
this point, letutn the hammer block safety 
button lo the SAFE position ^ and the ham- 
mer to the Half Cock position {See E & F). 

3. Loading a Single Cartridge, With the 
hammer biock safely button on SAFE, the 
rifle empty, and the iever forward (boit 
open), place a single cartridge with the 
builet forward, in the ejection port, onto the 
carrier (See H).

Return the lever lo the rear position {bolt 
closed). The cartridge will be fed directly 
into the chamber and the rifle will be 
cocked and ready to fire, when the ham- 
mer block safety button is moved to the 
FIRE position. 

•WARNING; Never attempt to load your 
rifle with ammunition that does not meet 
the cartridge designation stamped on the 
barrel. Use only ammunition suitable for 
a tubular magazine lifJe, We recommend 
clean, dry, factory-loaded ammunition 
which conforms to industry standards. 
•WARNING: Regarding Ammunition: 
Some pointed and full metai jacket 
round nose bullets are on the market 
which can chainfire other cartridges in a 
tubular magazine during recoil causing 
severe injury and damage. If you are 
uncertain about the safety of using a 
particular bullet in your Marlin, contact 
the ammunition or bultet manufacturer. 
•WARNING: Aluminum cased ammuni- 
tion may cause malfunclions. 

How to Fire 



With the hammer an the Full Cock position, 
push the hammer block safety button to 
the FIRE position and, with the gun point- 
ed at the target, squeeze the trigger. The 



gun will fire. Work the lever fufly forward 
and back for each repeat shot. If you do 
not fire all the cartridges in the magazine, 
be sure to put the hammer in the Half 
Cock position and the hammer block safe- 
ty button on SAFE until you are ready to 
shoolagain. 

•WARNING; Remember, until a visual 
cheek has been made, you should 
assume that a live round remains in the 
chamber. Whenever the action is closed, 
assume a live round is in the chamber. 

How to Unload 



Put the hammer in the Half Cock position and 
the hammer block safety button on SAFE. 

Keeping your fingers away from the trig- 
ger, and with the gun pointed in a safe 
direction, manually eject all cartridges by 
operating the lever back and forth, until 
you are sure the chamber and magazine 
are empty (See I). 

The lever must be cornpletely closed and 
then fully opened to insure proper feeding 
and ejection of all cartridges. Then, with 
the lever in the forward position (bott to the 
rear), inspect the chamber, carrier and 
magazine carefuily to be sure there are no 
cartridges left in thagun. 










•WARMING: During the unloading 
process, be sure the hammer block 
safety button is on SAFE, because each 
time the lever is completely closed (all the 
way to the rear), your riffe is cock^ and 
ready to fire. Keep your fingers away from 
the trigger and be sure the gun is pointed 
in a safe direction during unloading. 

What to do if rifle fails to fire 

1. Misfire. If you have squeezed the trig- 
ger and nothing happens, remain in 
shooting position, pointing the gun in a 
safe directiori. Court to 10, then open 
the action. 

2. Underpowered shot, A ^'squib”, or 
underpowered shot can nomnally be detect- 
ed by the unusually low report it makes- 



•WARNING: Because the bullet may 
actually still be in the barrel, you must 
unload completely and, with the action 
open, iook through the barrel to see if 
there is an obstruction. If there is, it must 
be removed before firing. Otherwise, 
personal injury or damage could result. 

Sighting 

Your rifle has beeri sighted-in and tesl- 
fired at the factory. However, due to indi- 
vidual shooting characteristics, sighting 
should be range verified. 

1. Veiilcal Correction. To raise the point 
of impact, raise the rear sight by moving 
the elevator to the rear. To lower the point 
of impact, lower the rear sight by moving 
ihe elevator forward. 

2. Horizontal Correction, To move the 
point of impact to the left, tap the rear sight 
base to the left. To move the point of 
impact to the right, tap the rear sight base 
to the right. 

Scope MountiTig 

Your rifle is drilled and tapped for scope 
mounts. They are made by Tasco (Part 
#321 L) and Weaver (Part #48763), and oth- 
ers, and are available through your local 
gun dealer. You may also order directly 
from Marlin Gun Service. Call 1-000-544- 
8892 for more information. 



•WARNING: Improper mounting or use of 
a scope may result in facial injury. 
Always allow sufficient space between 
the scope and eye to avoid contact from 
recoil. Be sure to follow the scope man- 
ufacturer's Instructions for correct 
mounting and use. 

How to Clean Your Rifle 

•WARNING: Never attempt to wipe down 
or clean a loaded gun. 

1. Pul the hammer block safety button on 
SAFE and remove all cartridges from the 
action, chamber and magazine before you 
begin cleaning or inspecting your rifle. 

2. To clean the bore from the breech end 
(recommended), open the lever half way, 
remove the lever screw (See J) and then 
the lever. Then remove the breech bolt 
from the receiver (See K). [This wiii cause 
the ejector to be loose inside the receiver

— be careful not to lose it.) Next, remove 
the ejector from the slot in the left side of 
the receiver (See L). 

•WARNING: If you move the hammer 
block safety to the FIRE position after 
the bolt has been removed, do not pull 
the trigger, letting the hammer snap for- 
ward, because the hammer blow will 
damage the safety mechanism. 




Removing elector 



The bore can now be cleaned, using the 
proper caliber cleaning rod, cleaning 
patches and powder solvent. Clean and oil 
the breech bolt before replacing. The bar- 
rel and bore should also be lightly oiled. 

Caution: Before using any solvent or other 
gun cleaning product, road the label care- 
fully to be sure it will not damage either the 
finish, or any part of this firearm. 

3. The action may be cleaned and oiled 
while the gun is in the state of disassembly 
described above. 

4. To reassemble; simple reverse the 
above stops. Make sure the ejector is 
positioned property prior to alignment and 
insertion of the breech bolt. See M for the 
relationship of the boll and ejector for cor- 
rect alignment. Push the breech bolt into 
the receiver until within approximately 1" of 
the fully closed position (See N). The lever 
may now be inserted as shown in O.

Use a thin coat of light oil during below 
freeziing conditions. Condensation droplets 
will form soon after the rifle is brought into a 
warm room, or the rifle may become v^et 
during inclement weather. In any case, all 
moisture should be removed. Exterior metal 
finishes may be wiped down with a slightly 
oiled cloth. For long term storage, lightly oil 
the bore, barrel and action with gun oil. Your 
rifle should be completely unloaded and 
stored in a dry, ventilated area. Do not store 
it in a carrying case. 




Replacing iever 
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Repair Instructions 

Your firearnn has been designed, engi- 
nee red and manufactured in accordance 
with Marlin's rigid quality control stancJairds. 
However, any mechanical device may occa- 
sionally require adjustment or repair. 

Quesliorts regarding the performance and 
serviceabilily of your firearm should be 
addressed to Marlin Gun Service. You 
should include the Serial Number, Model 
Number and a full descnption of the condi- 
tions and problems involved. 

Warranty Repairs 

Our Warranty policy covers all our firearms 
against defects in workmanship or material 
for a period of five years from the date of pur- 
chase to the original owner. See (he inside 
front cover cf this manual for wanran^ details. 

Guns requiring warranty repairs should be 
relumed to the factory. Be sure to follow 
the "Shipping and Handling'^ instructions 
on this page. 



Non-Warranty Repairs 

Your local gunsmith may be able to repair 
your gun. If not, Ship it to the factory, following 
the “Shipping and Handling'' instructions on 
this page. 

After receiving your firearm, we will send 
you an estimate of the repair cost. Repairs 
will begin upon receipt of your check or 
money order. If repairs are not possible, 
yourgui^ will be returned. 

Shipping and Handling 

When sending your firearm to the factory 
please follow these instructions: 

1* Prior to mailing, be absolutely certain 
that the firearm is completely unloaded 
{See ‘"How to Unload" on page 5). 

2. Pack your gun carefully. Use ample 
cushioning material and a sturdy outer 
cardboard box. Do not ship in a special 
container which you want returned. 

3. Accessories such as scopes, scope 
mounts, gun case, quick detach type 
swivels, sling straps, etc. should be 
removed prior to returning the firearm. 

4. Inside the box, include the following 
informalion.: model number, serial num- 
ber, description of damage or problem, 
and under what conditions problem occurs. 



5. Keep 3 record of your s&naf number 
when returning a firearm. 

6. Clearly mark your return address on 
the outside of the box and on your 
instnjction sheet. 

7. Do not ship live ammunition under any 
circumstances. 

8. Ship your firearm via insured Parcel 
Post or U.P.S. Shipment must be prepaid 
and addressed to:
